Through the courtesy of Mr. George H. Blake, of Jersey 
City, N. J., one of its members, The American Numismatic Sdeiety 
has been able to place on exhibition in its Iliseum a verv odd and 
interesting collection of Federal Reserve Bank notes *hich first 
appeared in denominations of one and two dollars and recently in 
the higher denominations. With these are shown also several 
specimens of the Federal Reserve notes for comparison of types. 
The two kinds of notes are very similar and their differences may 
have escaped the untrained eys.. The Federal Reserve note has the 
portrait in an oval in the center. The round device,in black, of 
the Federal Reserve bank issuing it at the left and the Treasury 
Department s¢al, in blue, at the right. At first the seal and 
numbers were in red but as this color did not stand laundering, 
blue was substituted. These notes were authorized by the Federal 
Reserve Act of December 23rd, 1915, and are of the series of 1914. 
They are signed by the Treasurer of the United States’ and the 
Secretary of the Treasury . 


The Federal Reserve bank note has the portrait in vignette 
on the left end and the name of the Pederal Reserve bark prominently 
in the center. This class of note is marked National Currency and a 
states the kind of secuxity behind the notes. They are authorized 
by the previoubly mentioned act of 1913 as weli as a later act of 
April 23rd, 1928, and are Of the series of 1918. They are signed 
by the Register of the Treasury, the Treasurer of the United States 
as well as the Governor and Cashier of the Federal Reserve bank #t 
issuing them. ¥ 














The collection begins with exanples of . one and two : 
dollar bills of each of the Federal Reserve bankes The names of thes 
twelve banks with their district letters and numbers are «xs follows:= 
Boston, A-1; New York, B~2; Philadelphia, C-3; Cleveland, D-4; Rich- 
mond, F-5; Atlanta, F-6; Chicago, G-7; St. Lovis, H-8; Minneapolis, — 
I-9; Kansas Uity, J-10; Dallas, K-11; San Francisco, I-12. i 





The balance of the notes in the display, all of which are 
in crisp, uncireulated condition, are notably beceuse of the serial 
numbers which they bear, which in each case has some striking feature 
Mr. Blake has been able to secure the first sheet of one and two 
dollar nates numbered 1, 2, 3 and 4 respectively, issued by the 
Federal Reserve bank of Dallas, Texas, and similar sheets of five 
dollar notes from the New York and Philadelphia benks; siso the fi 
sheet of tens from New York. In addition he is able to show the Re 
notes bearing numbers which are multiples of 11 in complete series 4 
from 11 to 99; the notes numbered in miltiples Sf 20 from 10 to 100; 
in miltiples of 100 up to 1000 and so on up to 1,000, 000. ‘i 













Another part of the collection displays the numbere in whi 
the digits ran consecutively, 12, 123 up to 1254567. in addition — 
there is a series with numbere that read the same either from lef Eg 
right as for instance, 191. Another group bear numbers in whiny 
game digit fia repeated like 222 and 9999, — 


The entire exhibit consists of about tye hundred p: = 
and contains the most interesting notes‘from Mr. seen ates extened 
collection.

REPORT OF THE CURATOR 


The Curator has had a naturally busy summer. 
ur. Noe left on part of his sabbatical year for Europe 
at the end of April. Mr. Wyman resigned im May to live 
permanentiy in Paris. On May 16th, Mrs. Phyllis de 
Quetteville was appointed to assist in the coin room 
and to learn the profession of numismaticss 

| For a month during the summer Mr. R. B. White- 
head, of the Indian Civil Service, a prominent collect~ 
or ‘and student of Indian coins, and the author of several 
pooks .and catalogues, came to this country and worked in 
our Museum. The importance of our Indian coins attractéd 
him here, and he put in an all too short month with much 
profit. 

Since the April meeting, the exhibition of 
Napoleonic coins and medals has been placed on view, 
filling all the flat cases. This exhibition was opened 
on May 5th, the centennial of Napoleon's death, and 
consists of the interesting and valuable collection pre- 
sented to us last year by Mr. William R. Powell. 

Some re+arrangements have been made in the wall 
cases with the medals by modern artists, and further 
Changes will be made on the receipt of a number of new 


medals that we are expecting.

Since our last meeting the accessions to the

Our chief gifts have been from Mr. Saltus, who 
has given us about two hundred decorations, chiefly of 
the different German States. These strengthen most 
materially this end of our collection. A more detailed 
report of these will be made by the Committee on 
Decorations at the Annual Meeting, at which time they 
will be exhibited. In addition Mr. Saltus has also 
presented us with a collection, of about seventeen 
hundred pieces of Austrian paper moneys 
From Mr. John Gordon, one of our Corresponding 
Members in Brazil, we have received about ninety Brazilian 
coins. 
From Mr. H. C. Levis, of London, we have received 
a number of interesting British War Workers' Badges, and 


a@ number of Roman coins depicting on them animals and birds.

Not only there have 
been the udual additions, but this year they have been 
augmented doublye In the first place it was possible 
to procure while I was abroad a number of the sadly 
needed books, Among them such titles as Teixeira de 
Aragass!' work on Portuguese Coins, Dewamin's Cent Ans de 
Numismatique Francaise from 1789 to 1889, in three 
volumes, while in addition two lots of valuable pamphlets 
secured,the one in Rg See and the other in 
Paris, did much toward filling in the pamphlet file. 

We also obtained,through the gift of Mr. Harrold 
E. Gillingham, two valuable works on Italian Decorations, 
one by Armanig and a second by Cappelletti, as well as a 
humber of niwee volumes sent to the Library during my 
absences

Of the remainders, e large proportion consists 
of books of great value to us. The collection is rich in 
books relating to the coinages of Germany and Austria. as 
was to have been expected under the circumstance that 
it wus formed by a German book dealers Its greatest 
value however will lie in the volumes concerned with

well scarce volumes on the other European series except , 


of course, Spain.

volumes many are works written years ago when engraving 
was the only form of reproduction possible and before 
photographic processes had placed numismatics on a sound 
foundation. 

These accessions go far toward realizing our 
ambitions of having a Library capable of meeting any 
demand that can be made upon it. It follows that there 
can be no excuse on the part of our members that material 
for work in any field is not available. There should 
result a great stimulus through these additions, and it
